Suddenly the dc^mand for corn from 
abroad cea-ed and the price dropped 
heavily, until a few days azo 85 copecks, 
or Is. 8d., per pood was being refused 
on the e\ehim;;es of Kussia. In this 
manner thi?re are thousands of mer- 
chants in Ruisia who ha e bon<jht corn 
for l?s. lod. the pood, whi 'h they can 
not hope to bell for more ihaii Iti pence, 
or little more than h ilf that amount..
